Tim 
animals are all inspected by an officer 
of 
the 
health 
department before 


being offered for sale, and those not lit 
for food »ro sent to the zoological gur- 
clona to regale the dogs, bears, ostrich HH 
and other brutes imprisoned thoro. 
Abontftdozen living horses a waited 
their turn to minister to the exquisite 
tnsto for fine cookery BO characteristic 
of the French. 


During the siege of Favia tho inhabit- 


ants found by woful experience that 
horseflesh could bo utilized for food, 
and HIDco that time special restaurants 
have been established where roants mid 
ragouts are prepared vith groat euro 
and served np In good style at much 
loss prices than boef or mutton. Tho 
Grand hotel of this oity provides an an- 
nual dinner in great style, at which no 
other viands are served. Our prejudices 
vanish under the facts of exporionco. 
To verify the opinions of others I havo 
partaken of the entertainments offered 
by the Cafe Hippique, and can certify 
that the viands served therein compare 
favorably with the flush ordinarily 
indulged in by the human biped, You 
will say it is disguised by the refined 
methods of French cookery, so that any 
peculiar flavor is hidden under veget- 
ables and sauces used in thoir prepara- 
tion. 
Not BO. Many of them were 


plain dishes, prepared by tho ordinary 
methods of baking and broiling, and by 
positive experience I can testify that tlio 
viands thus served aro moBtdolicioua.

He wan trusted by the 
war department with the important 
message to General Meade not to 
place any reliance on tho telegraphic 
cipher, as it was understood by the 
enemy. As the rebel General Stuart's 
command of horso was between the 
capital and Meade's army, it was 
hazardous to attempt to reach it, 
This Kane succeeded, however, in 
doing, passing all the rebel lines in 
safety except one, when ho was cap- 
tured, but extricated himself in a 
very ingenious manner. Gen, Kane 
was a brother of the famous Arctic 
explorer.
